ADVENTURES IN ABYSSINIA. 


« Following an adventurous’ journey of 
3,100: miles in Abyssinia, in the course of 
which shé penetrited country ‘never’ pre- 
viously ttavereed by a white;woman, Birs. 
Rosita Forbes arrived in ‘England recently.

There isa legend that this city, with itd 
bloodred: sandstone ‘courts, was built by 
angela. In reality’ it was bnilt by 600 
slaves who could not work fast enough for 
their tyrant” kins. and therefore had’ to 
carry on during the night. ‘Wence it was 
aid that the angels worked at night and 
the slaves'in the day-time. 


Mrs. Forbes produced sone garments in. 


wonderfully worked silk, which had teen 
presented to her by the Empress of 
Abyssinia, of the Royal Palace in Addis 
Abeba, the capital. . They comprise trousers 
of brocaded silk; over which are worn inner 
and outer robes’ ef dazzling colours, the 
costume of the Indies at the Court. ‘The 
Empress is known as “The Queen of the 
Kings of Ethiopia, daughter of Menelik, 
conqueror, éhe Lion,of Judah.” She is a 
direct lineal descendant of Solomon by the 
Queen of Sheba, “Mrs. Forbes, speaking of
